Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Amend the proposed rules of civil procedure found in the Senate 
2 Journal, January 30, 1976, page 192, Rule sixty-nine (69), paragraph a to read as 
3 follows: 
4 (a) Claims for Relief. A pleading which sets forth a claim for relief, whether an 
5 original claim, counterclaim, crossclaim or third party claim, shall contain ff) a 
6 shert ftftd plaffi statement ef any matteF needed te ~ ¥eft:tie er juFisdietien, 
7 ~ (1) a short anq plain statement of the claim showing that the pleader is 
8 entitled to relief, and ~ (2) a demand for judgment for the relief to which he 
9 deems himself entitled. Relief in the alternative or of several different types may 

10 be demanded.
